— In res- 
sponso to many inquiries received from 
all parts of the country regarding the re- 
sults of tests of i urn breed iug, the United 
States department of ngriculture has is- 
sued u report on the "production of good 
seed corn" prepared by Assistant Physi- 
ologist ('.

The most important character com can 
possess is ability to produce large yields, 
which <'iin be greatly increased by per- 
sistent selection of good seed cars from 
the progeny of ears that have proved 
most productive. Vitality is preserved 
by thoroughly and quite rapidly drying 
I he seed ears and storing tlieru where 
they will not be exposed to dump atmos- 
pheres or sudden changes in tempera- 
lure. If it is found necessary to plant 
seed the vitality or which is at nil doubt- 
ful, tost each ear separately and plant 
1 only those which germinate perfectly."

Keporls of Ferocious Fighting 
In Caucasus That Beggar 
Description. 



\lurder and Torture Inflicted 
by Tartars on Helpless 
Victims. 
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ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 7.— The 
news from the' Caucasus is partic- 
ularly bad today. Fighting be- 
tween Armenians, Tartars and 
Russians assumed a ferocious character 
and every attempt of the troops to re- 
store order resulted in the deputations 
turning upon the soldiers and lighting 
it hem with arms and bombs. Two com- 
panies of Cossacks are reported to have 
been entirely wiped out. The entire 
trouble is of a revolutionary character, 
but it gives the people an opportunity to 
manifest their race hatreds and the most 
horrible atrocities have been committed. 

According to a merchant who has just 
arrived from Baku the scenes there were 
ibeyouu belief, nnd not only murder but 
torture in all forms has been perpetrat- 
ed. An Armenian girl's lingers were 
cut off one by one. and afterwards her 
arms and lejis were amputated by Tar- 
tars, and she was allowed to expire in 
untold agony. 

Odessa, Nov. 7. — 'The mobs completely 
devastated, plundered and burned all the 
Jewish houses in the suburb -if Dalnik. 
la the large villages of Severi novka and 
'Anatolievka and the towns of Ovidiopol, 
Mnonkl, Akkeruu, Ataki. Olviopol and 
Winltzn many hundreds or persons are 
(reported to have been killed and thou- 
sands wounded.

A Candidate of No Party 

and with bis record in oflice as his 
platform, succeeded in overcoming the 
former prestige of the Democratic or- 
ganization, and William R. Hearst, 
standing as the nominee of ihe Muni- 
cipal Ownership League, a new factor 
In New York politics, came within a 
few thousand votes of being elected 
mayor. 

At 11 o'clock, when about half the 
returns for New- York county were 
in, It appeared that Jerome had won 
by several thousand. His triumph 
was almost entirely a personal one 
and showed thai an appeal may be 
successfully made to voters on the 

Strength of Personal Honesty 

and persistent systematic denuncia- 
tion of graft and political bossisni. 
Mr. Jerome's campaign was conducted 
with especial opposition to Charles F. 
Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, and 
his reputed wealth; and the result is 
practically a defeat for Murphy as well 
as for Osborne., > 

Up to 11 o'clock Mr. Hearst, . who . 
carried the boroughs of Brooklyn and 
Queens,' refused to concede his defeat, 
and his' campaign manager decided 
that a recount would be demanded 
and tbe result contested. Assuming, 
however, that McClelland was elected, 
it was by so small a plurality that his 
victory practically is without glory. 
William M. Ivlns, the Republican nom- 
inee, was third In the race for mayor 
and ran far behind Hearst. 

The Result in Brooklyn 

Bird S. Coler was elected borough 
president of Brooklyn on the munici- 
pal ownership ticket, and Hearst car- 
ried that borough by a plurality of 
lu.U^S. 

The returns up to 11 o'clock indi- 
cated that McClelland'a pluralities in 
Manhattan and the Bronx anil Rich- 
mond would more than overcome the 
Hearst pluralities In Brooklyn and 
Queen's boroughs. Hearst's large 
vote shows that the Municipal Owner- 
ship League must be reckoned with 
as a factor ill the city's politics. 
Coler's election as president of the 
borough of Brooklyn gives the league 
representation on the board of esti- 
mates and apportionment, which has 
control of the city's expenditures. It 
is estimated that this board will direct 
the outlay of $900,000,000 during the 
next four years. 

Enthusiasm for Hearst 

Less than a month ago, when Hearst 
accepted the nomination of tho Muni- 
cipal ownership j.eaguo, McCiolland's 
I re-election was regarded as a. cer- 
i talnty. The Democratic loader felt 
I that the election was already won, nnd 
j McClelland himself said He intended 
to make only a few speeches. There 
was a burst of enthusiastic support for 
Hearst, however, and tho situation 
became changed so quickly that the 
Democratic leaders were startled. 

Tho weather today was ideal and 
iiided greatly in the polling of a large 
vote. There was little disorder, and 
although many arrests were made, 
they frequently were due to misun- 
derstanding or clerical errors, and 
only a few men were held for trial. 

Tickets Were Greatly Split 

More splitting of tickets was done 
probably than ever before, yet. the 
voting was unusually rapid. An In- 
cident of the day was the desertion of 
several hundred of Mr. Hearst's poll 
watchers, who went, over to the oppo- 
sition, An analysis of the vote for 
mayor shows that Hearst polled a 
little more than 200,000 votes and that 
these votes wore drawn almost equally 
from the Democratic and Republican 
parties. MeClellund's vote this year 
was about 110,000 smaller than his 
vote two years ago, wdiilo Ivlm's vote 
was about 15,000 smaller than Low's 
vote two years ago. 

Claims Illegal Voting 

Max Ihmsen of (he Municipal Own- 
ership League said tonight that tho 
league litis evidence of 50,000 Illegal 
votes having been cast. Ho said that 
frauds have beep, discovered In all 
five boroughs and that the law com- 
mittee of the league Is gat boring all 
evidence. Mr. Ihmsen also announced 
that all the candidates in all boroughs 
on the Municipal Ownership League 
ticket had been asked to assemble at 
Mr. Hearst'H office In the Hoffman 
House ^for an all-night conference on 
the situation.

Record of a 

Criminal Career 



The Suicide at 3an Francisco 
Leaves Written Con- 
fession. 



Andrews Relates His Par; In 
Crimes Laid to His 
Door. 



San Francisco, Nov. 7 — Milton Frank- 
lin Andrews and his consort. Nulda 
Petrle,.who had fled after brutally at- 
tacking and robbing at Berkeley Wil- 
liam Ellis, a horseman whom they 
had Hired from Australia, were found 
dead last night In their rooms at 748 
McAllister street. 

The police had surrounded the place. 

San Francisco, Nov. 7— Milton Frank- 
Andrews was hidden In a closet when 
a policeman entered the room. Realiz- 
ing that their hiding place was dis- 
covered, the young woman persuaded 
the policeman to leave the room. She 
locked the dour, and immediately 
afterward two shots were heard in 
the apartment. The police broke in, 
and the bodies of the fugitives with 
bullet holes In their heads were found. 
Andrews was lying on the lloor, while 
the woman rested on a bed as if in a 
sUep. 

Andrews was charged with the mur- 
der of Eugene Boawortii at New Brit- 
ain, Conn., with the slaying or a 
woman at Troy, X. Y., and with the 
killing of Bessie Bouton at Colorado 
Springs. He returned with Fills to 
this country last month, having .select- 
ed FUis as another victim for his re- 
markable record of crime. 

The Murderer's Statement. 

A statement signed by Andrews was 
subsequently found in the stocking of 
the dead woman. In the confession 
lie says: 

"The people of the United Stales 
have been ridden of Milton 1''. An- 
drews, the many times murderer and 
his terrible career of bloodshed. 1 am 
Andrews, and on November 3 1 offered 
to give myself up for trial on the three 
murder charges against me — the mur- 
der (if Bessie Bouton at Colorado 
Springs, the murder of Mrs. Basworth 
a I New Britain, Conn., and the murder 
of a Troy, N. V., woman whatever her 
name is. The police claim to have 
all kinds of proof that I killed all 
three. 1 have a few less serious 
charges against me, and 1 agreed to 
stand trial on all three of the murder 
charges provided the petty offences 
were quashed, and they would never 
have them brought against me if I 
were discharged, a free man, from the 
three murder trials. The first mur- 
der with widen 1 am charged was 
that of Bessie Bouton. We traveled 
as man and wife. We had frequent 
quarrels, and on the strength of that 
they say J am the murderer. They 
say they found she was a traveling 
saleslady. Her folks say she sold 
hairdressing goods for .1. Parker Bray 
of New York. To protect myself I 
iini compelled to give her history, she 



never traveled or sold any goods for 
any linn. 

Alleged Victim's Career 

"No such firm as J. Parker Bray 
was In existence in New York employ- 
ing Uessle Bouton. She married an 
electrician named George Bouton In 
Syracuse, N. Y., and they both used 
to get drunk and fight, and they lived 
together only a few weeks. Bessie 
was a well known character at Boone's 
saloon and the rest of the principal 
spoons and joints in Syracuse. She 
\\~nt to Utica, N. Y., and lived In a 
house known as the Globe. 

"1 nieL her there and we formed a 
liking for each other. 1 told her I 
was a. gambler, and siie wanted to 
travel with me, and when she prom- 
ised to give up smoking cigarettes, 
getting drunk and meeting men, 1 took 
tier on the road with me. When we 
arrived at Chicago i bought her some 
diamonds. She agreed that if ever 
she met men again or got drunk I was 
to take, them back and we would 
separate. We hired a room and 1 
gambled for a living and won $lu,00u 
in a few months in the big poker 
rooms. 

"V caught her playing sneak on me 
and going to the Twenty-second street 
district, in which she became a well 
known character. We split tip sev- 
eral times on the strength or it, but 
each time I took the bag of diamonds." 

Here for several pages of the manu- 
script, which were closely written, 
Andrews related a wandering and in- 
volved story of many quarrels and 
reconciliations with Bessie Bouton, 
down to the time of their going to 
Colorado Springs. At this place An- 
drews said he made up his mind to 
quit the woman for good. There were 
various quarrels between the couple, 
concluding in Andrews leaving her on 
account of her unfaithfulness and 
going to Denver, carrying with him 
some of her luggage and the diamonds 
he had formerly given her. Continu- 
ing, Andrews said: 

Took Diamonds and Trunk 

"I went from there to Toledo and 
sent her trunk to Columbus, thinking 
mat she went there looking for me. 
She was trying to trace me the way- 
she did from Toledo to Detroit. ' I 
pawned some of the diamonds In Chi- 
cago, and the police say Nulda is 
wearing them today, but the last of 
them were pawned in Rochester be- 
fore we went to Australia. Nulda's 
diamonds have no similarity to 
Bessie's. 1 went to Battle Creek with 
Jennie Andrews of Holyoke, Mass., for 
a few days, then Jennie went home. 
I looked around the big cities of New 
York, then t met Nulda for the first 
time in my life. Yet the police say 
she was with me at Colorado Springs." 

He then goes into a history of ids 
life, couched in somewhat sarcastic 
terms. Speaking of the Ellis affair, 
when he attempted to murder the lat- 
ter In Berkeley after his arrival here 
from Australia, he; says that tun 
assault was made as the result of a 
gamblers' quarrel, in which Nulda was 
the bone of contention. He recited at 
length the story of ids crooked meth- 
ods of gambling in which Ellis was 
his partner, and of the big winnings 
which he claims to have made. He 
then says: 

"After 1 am cleared of my trials I 
want the judge to arrange for me a 
divorce from my unmated Holyoke 
wife, so 1 can marry Nulda." 



Will Arrive Here Tomorrow and 
Address Board of Trade 
in Evening. 



J. S. Larke, Canadian commissioner 
in Australia, will reach the city tomor- 
row and' address the members or the 
board of trade at the regular meeting 
of Hie hoard tomorrow evening. In- 
terviewed at Winnipeg the other day 
by the Free Press, Air. Larke said: 

"I have been in Canada for four 
months on vacation, and have been 
doing very hard work during almost 
the entire period. I have met boards 
of trade in every Important town and 
city in Canada, from Vancouver to 
Halifax, ami have discussed the ques- 
i tion of trade between Australia and 
j the Dominion in all Its phases. 

Manitoba Products 
"Of Manitoba products there is de- 
mand in Australia lor oats and barley, 
and it appears very probable that an 
| extensive business in malt may spring 
| "P. The Northwestern Hour mill com- 
panies already have their agents in 
i tile country, and there is in conse- 
quence very little that 1 can do for 
j them. A considerable quantity of 
; Canadian Hour is sold there, although 
' a high tariff is In force against il. 

We are hoping to have a preferential 
1 trade arrangement carried through, 
and under such a plan Canadian Hour 
would be admitted either wlthoul duty 
or at a very low one. We had hoped 
that the premier ' might arrange to 
make the trip witli a view to the 
deepening of the feeling In favor of 
closer trade relations, and we shall 
expect that one of the ministers will 
go to that country with tills object in 
view. 

Anxious for Steamers 

"We are very anxious at tile present 
time to have a line of steamers run- 
ning from the Eastern ports of Can- 
ada to Australia— that is, from Mont- 
real In summer and from some port in 
the Maritime Provinces in winter. No 
large amount of Eastern freight will 
ever be shipped across the continent 
to Vancouver and reshlpped by 



troubles have also served to' prevent 
the development of manufactures. The 
government of Australia is endeavor- 
ing to legislate between cupltul and 
labor, and so fur it lias not succeeded." 
What Mr. Larke Has Done 
It Is now eleven years since Mr. 
Larke left the Dominion, and during 
that time the trade with Australia has 
increased tenfold, according to the re- 
turns of the department. In these 
returns are included only the business 
done directly between the two coun- 
tries, a large amount of trade is 
done, however, through New York 
and London, the exact dimensions of 
which are not known. The Dominion 
is just entering upon Its era of foreign 
trade. The question is almost wholly 
one of transportation, and the ships 
for carriage nave yet to be provided, 
I If large Increases pre to bo made. A 
second great desideratum Is a mer- 
I carttile company with sufficient capital 
I to buy the products of the smaller 
i manufacturing plants and sell the 
goods In Australia. These factories 
are too small to send men so, far on 
their' own account, but a large cor- 
poration could handle the business 
successfully to the great advantage of 
all parties concerned. 

"There is no possibility that the city 
of Winnipeg could ever be particu- 
larly interested in Australian trade," 
said the reporter, 

"You can never tell," said the com- 
missioner. "You do not know what 
you can do. It Is now supposed that 
the time will conic when a very con- 
siderable amount of manufacturing 
will be done in Winnipeg. it cannot 
be done just now, because wages are 
too high. Hut presenL conditions 
ought not always to prevail. Your 
food ought to be cheap in Winnipeg. 
You have the grain, (he cattle, and 
will soon have Hie dairy products, 
time ought i,, come when life in 
ilpeg will be as Inexpensive as 
anywhere In Canada. .Just as soon 
as tills boirins to ,.r.,-m various classes 
tegln, and you 
Ith your goods 
ror sale. The time should come when 
j your furs will be manufactured here, 
I 'here are Home classes of fur

j "You will also need cheap power

PRINCE LOUIS' VISIT. 

Annapolis, Md., Nov. 7. — Hear Ad- 
miral Prince Louis f Battenberg, 
under the guidance of Fear Admiral' 
Sands, superintendent' of the naval 
academy, made a thorough Inspection 
of the academy this forenoon. He was 
accompanied by his personal staff. 

"I want to see everything there is 
to be seen about the academy," said 
the prince, and his wish was carried 
out lo the letter. He went In several 
classrooms and heard part of the reci- 
tations. After the Inspection he told 
Admiral Sands the American was 
rightly proud of such an Institution, 
which he could see was the key to 
the thorough and broad equipment of 
the American naval officers. Tills af- 
ternoon the prince leaves for Balti- 
more in a special train, returning to- 
night. The British ships are scheduled 
to sail tomorrow morning at (j o'clock 
for New York. Rear Admiral Frown- 
son's squadron got under way earlv 
today for New York.

"There is already freight business 
enough to warrant such a line of 
steamers," suggested the reporter. 

"The shipments of paper alone would 
he sufficient," replied Mr. Larke. "We 
have no wood pulp in Australia, and 
1° we had the wood, we have no 
witter power to manufacture It, and no 
adequate supply of water for the 
necessary manufacturing operations. 
All this paper must be imported, and 
Canada ought to supply an increasing 
quantity of it. Then there are all the 
other lines of merchandise. A steam- 
ship company operating between 
Montreal and Sydney would make 
money from the beginning, but the 
companies appear to be looking for 
subsidies rather than for business." 
Blue Business 
"How are conditions in Australia nt 
the present time?" asked the reporter. 

"My last advices state that a year of 
drought was much feared. The drought 
may have been broken since my last 
advice, but at the time of writing my 
Informant stated that there was great 
danger of the loss of the wheat and 
other grain. The sheep and the cattle 
are safe, but the wheat is undoubtedly 
in danger. During the last year or 
two conditions have improved In the 
country. The harvest of 1903-1904 
was the largest ever grown, and that 
of 1904-1905 was also good. 

"The season of 1902-1903 was ex- 
ceedingly disastrous. In that year the 
country imported $13,000,000 worth of 
breadstuffs. of this Canada supplied 
$600,000 and ii should have supplied 
$6,000,000. The difficulty was that 
Canada could not get the ships. We 
had the goods, but could not make 
the shipments. We ought to have 
sent ten times the amount which we' 
actually did send." 

Canada's Chance 
"What special classes of goods can I 
Canada hope to send permanently to 
the sister colony?" 

"In the first place, fish," replied Mr. 
Larke, "chiefly salmon. We can also i 
send mackerel and herring if properly 
Prepared, codfish and lobsters. We 
send plaster of parls, paper and vari- 
ous manufactured articles, such as mill 
machinery and machinery for various 
manufacturing establishments." 

"How is it that this class of goods

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WRITING IN THE 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 



Nanalmo Free Press Comments 
on Matter of Importance 
to Educationalists. 



It is stated that Hie trustees and 
teachers of the Westminster public 
. schools lutvo become perturbed at the 
1 general Inek oC proficiency of the pupils 
iu writing and tliat they propose to dis- 
cuss some juenna of rectifying this state 
of nffnirs. The complaint of poor pen- 
manship in the schools is by no means a 
new one. It is very questionable ■whe- 
ther there is as much attention given to 
ithis useful art at the present day as in 
years long gone by, and perhaps there 
'may be a reason for it. When the ele- 
mentary education was composed of the 
three "Its" the teachers then had more 
time to devote io ca ligraphy, and while 
'many of us remember with an amused 
smile the extraordinary pen pictures pro- 
duced by some of the old-time teachers, 
fanciful birds and other specimens of 
. skill, with the pen, we must remember 
,that this was before the days of manual 
t ruining and free-hand drawing, and that 
the wonderful pocturos produced really 
were more useful in training the hand 
and eye than was understood by the gen- 
eral public at the time. Iu some city 
schools a quarter of a century npo the 
■writing master was one of tin 1 staff, a 
iman skilled in penmanship, who could 

with a piece of chnlk produc i the 

blackboard copybook lines as perfect as 
if done by a sign writer, and who with a 
pen was an artist in caligraphy. The 
II rouble with our present system is that 
in the graded schools a teacher is sop- 
posed to have particular charge of a class 
and to teach all the subjects of thai 
grade, including not. only writing but 
drawing. It is self-evident that a man 
or woman to teach writing must be com- 
petent in that, particular branch, and 
now many of them are'.' There are j 
•many of our teac hers who are by no i 
means perfect writers through no fault 
of their own. They have been, put 
through the system they are now carry- 
ing on themselves, of teaching a multipli- 
city of subjects, and just as it is impos- 
sible to make every man and woman an 
artist, so it is out <>f the question to ex- 
lied every teacher, no matter how ex- 
cellent their mental attainments may 
lie. to be a good writer. Writing is a 
natural talent, that is writing that is 
perfect enough ti> serve as a Jlioilel for 
others, and a faulty teacher can only 
produce faulty results. There is a 
remedy, however, that seems to have 
the ((utility of simplh ity — to have among j 
Itlie stall' of teachers in every school 
one who is a proficient writer and to 
•have that teiwher attend that class daily I 
lo give the writing lesson. This would 
entail no more expense than the present! 
system because there need only be the 
same number of teachers employed as is] 
•now the case, there being always avail- 
ble for the instruction of another class 
the teacher whose place the writing mas- 
ter is temporarily taklug. Some such sys- 
tem as this is absolutely necessary if we 
are to have neat writing in onr schools. 
The writing teacher could also instruct 
in drawing-, .another branch that the av- 
erage" niemlier of a 'school staff finds it 
difficult to handle, for the same reason 
as we gave in regard to writing. How 
many teachers are there who are lit to 
impart instruction in drawing, a really 
useful art allied to writing, in that il 
trains hand and eye in accuracy and 
'neatness': 

This writing •problem is one that, is 
the bugbear or school boards all over the 
continent, and the only solution of it 
seems to be along the line indicated — a 
method already pursued in a number of 
cities where writing and free-hand draw- 
ing are among the duties of a "commer- 
cial" teacher, who. as the name indical >s. 
includes also book-keeping iu the studies 
he imparts lo the pupils. It is a heal- 
thy siu'n when trustee boards wake up 
to the importance of writing in the 
schools, for it has too long been one of 
the reproaches of our modern system of 
education that that particular branch 
•has been sadly npglected.

"My business was not so much to see 
the country, although that is import- 
ant enough, but I went down to look 
after quarantine inspection on our south- 
ern boundary. It is not generally known 
thai the Okiinagau valley extends into 
the State of Washington and that there 
are 

Many Fruit Orchards 

south of the boundary, sonic of which 
are 11 menace to our fruil industry by 
'reason of their neglected condition. i'|i 
till now the quarantine officer was sta- 
tioned at Fnirview, some IS miles north 
of the boundary, so that it was not pos- 
sible for him to look after importation 
of fruit or smuggling of nursery stock. 

"Ail this has now been changed and 
ti quarantine officer, Mr. Vernier, pro- 
via in in 1 police constable. stationed it 
Osoyoos. which is the port Of entry oil 
the Canadian side, has been appointed 
to guard the frontier. Mr. Vernier is 
an intelligent, capable officer, and is 



in full sympathy with the work of the 
board of horticulture. I feel quite sure 
that we shall now be amply protected at 
Osoyoos. 

"The greatest danger to the future of 
our fruit industry lies not in American 
competition, for we can hold our own 
with them or any other fruit growers 
iu any land, but we have good reason to 
dread infection from insect pests. where 
American orchards are located near the 
.boundary line. 

"There is always a temptation to slip 
across the line mid .smuggle In a few 
trees and perhaps it bos or two of fruit. 
This has been done no doubt and must 
•be carefully guarded against. I am 
succeeding well in securing the co-opera- 
tion of our fruit growers, who are keep- 
ing a close watch at the exposed points. 
The customs officials 

Aro Vigilant 
now that they know the danger to 
which wc are exposed and the great 
value of our fruit industry, 

"There was a sharp frost all over the 
Okunagan on the 17th. Some damage 
was done to potatoes and other roots, 
but the loss will not be very serious, I 
hope. I have examined the fruit buds 
in several localities and could not dis- 
cover any injury. It is a curious* and 
instructive fact that the foliage of peach 
trees suffered less than any other variety 
of fruit. 'A week after the frost the 
leaves were as green as they were a 
'month ago. 

"I was greatly pleased to lind in 
(southern Okanagan that the people with- 
out exception have strong faith in the 
future of their beautiful country; not 
the least .important factor in producing 
tiiis valuable sentiment is the high es- 
teem in which the Messrs. Shatford are 
held. I have been over the valley 
three times without meeting a man who 
did not express the greatest confidence 
iu the business capacity and integrity 
iii' those gentlemen. The best evidence 
1 have of the business sense of those 
men is the care they exercised in the 
selection of 

Varieties of Fruit Trees 

lo be planted on the Ellis estate. I 
have seen their list and am thankful 
10 state that not one variety has been 
chosen that is not of the highest value. 
It is easy to see from this the advan- 
tage they will have when there are no 
worthless varieties to be discarded after 
trees shall have come in bearing. I 
wish that other growers would exercise 
the same prudence. There is no longer 
any excuse for planting unprofitable 
fruil; the experimental stage has been 
passed long ago; we now know what 
to plant for profit. 

"I did not expect to say so much, for 
I am morn than busy. We have two 
cars of trees in hand; another will be in 
within a day or two. All these trees 
have to be inspected and dealt with, so 
that I must be excused. How many 
trees will be planted this season? 1 
think from 750,000 to SoO.OOO trees will 
lie planted iu British Columbia before 
the end <>f next May. That is fairly 
good progress, is it not?

AS SEEN BY A FRENCH PRIEST. 

"Barbarous Spectacle" of tho Stock 
Exchange. 

S. V. Argonaut. 

Abbe lAslix Klein, of the Catholic Un- 
iversity of Paris, visited this country 
last year, and when lie got hack home 
wrote a hook of some four hundred imgos 
which he called "An Pays de la Vie In- 
tense." Within a few months it passed 
through six editions, ami' the French Ac- 
ademy awarded it the Montyon prize of 
one thousand francs. Now it has been 
translated, and appears in English under 
the title "In the land of the Strenuous 
Life." The author is the translator. 
While, in linglisli, the hook has no sty- 
listic distinction, and contains much that 
is trivial and scarcely- worth while, some 
passages are very quotable. He pays his 
respects to our custom-house officials,' 
with their charming milliners, in the 
following amusing fashion: 

They tell us thai when, iu September, 
1001). Hudson first entered the river that 
now hears his inline, the savages came in 
great crowds to trade their tobacco foT 
the knives and glass trinkets of Europe. 
The savages of today did not ask me for 
my knife or my eye-lasses, hut several 
of them went through the contents of 
my valise with great eagerness, while 
others fought lo put, me in a rah. A 
friend of mine, however, who knew the 
way of these rascals from a year's resi- 
dence among them, fortunately came to 
my rescue in time. 

The priest was taken about New- 
York by some of his confreres, and saw 
what to him were amazing sights. lh- 
says: 

I had represented my anxiety to see 
the liveliest quarters of this astonishing 
Island of .Manhattan, purchased less 
than three centuries ago for twenty-four 
dollars, and now held at fabulous prices 
per square inch. So wc visited the busi- 
nes.H section, inspected n few shops and 
I newspaper offices, anil then went to the 
' Stock Exchange, From th.e gallery 
overlooking the great floor of the ex- 
change, we witnessed a barbarous spec- 
tacle. 1 found the New York exchange 
Utterly beyond the possibilities of des- 
cription;; iind Bceing away as fasi as I 
could, 1 was fain to seek the seclusion 
of the neighboring cemetery, which, like 
a poetic little hamlet, encircles Trinity 
church. . . Not even the most tempt- 
ing offers can induce the trustees of the 
church io surrender I his holy ground. 
Y'et every square foot of that domain 
represents a fortune. Thus to respect 
the pious purpose for which it was or- 
igiiuily destined is, in my opinion, to 
give clear testimony to n faith in other 
than material treasures, and nobly to 
proclaim in the very midst of the temple 
of Mammon the sovereignty of the 
ideal.. 

Abbe Klein went into the slums of 
New York and investigated the condi- 
tions. One remark is significant: 

Ten limes I asked the different groups 
which they loved host, Italy or Amer- 
lieu, 'and eight \'rin:t's I received the 
proud answer, "America ;" twice only 
they gave me I he indirect answer. "It- 
aly is prettier." 

One more quotation regarding Xew 
York: 

Only here ill Xew York can one see 
buildings three hundred ami sixty feet 
and nearly thirty stories high; only here 
can one see a monstrous bridge nearly 
a mile and a quarter long, crowded with 
electric and cnble ears, over which four 
hundred thousand people travel daily, 
and under which i*ss the great trans- 
atlantic liners. Elsewhere, fortunately, 
America is more attractive; hut here the 
Brooklyn bridge and the down-town sky- 
scrapers impress one chiefly with an idea 
of the power and daring of the American 
•people. 

We have no ■liesitmion in quoting at 
some length from the account of the visit 
to President Uoosevelt. It is a piquant 
thing to get a view of our strenuous 
president through eyes so alien: 

Ten minutes before the hour fixed "we 
arrive at the executive mansion. Xo 
sentinel is before the gate, not a soldier 
is at the entrance, not a uniform is vis- 
ible in the vestibule. Two or three re- 
porters, as many ushers without any 
badge, constitute the court. We are es- 
corted to .a little waiting room, and send 
up our cards to the chief of the republi". 
"The President will lie with you present- 
ly," is the answer. Precisely at ten 
o'clock Mr. Roosevelt opens the door ami 
walks in. The President shakes our 
hands, bids us welcome, and leads us 
into his office. The I 'resident excuses 
himself for speaking French poorly, al- 
though he says he keeps in touch with 
our literature, and he shows us the 
Itevue des Deux Moudes on his table. 
So we tun* to English. 

The mail of the strenuous life is in- 
deed before us. My seat is quite close 
lo his. I miss no movement of his count- 
enance or of his entire body, no inlloction 
of his earnest and resonant voice. A 
magnetic current radiates from bis 
whole being, and .affects everyone about 
him. I understand what was meant by 
a writer in one of the American reviews, 
'who compared him to n dynamo, and 
said: "He seems to explode his words." 
He is of medium height, but robust and 
muscular. His round mid somewhat full 
face, his line light moustache, his fresh 
animated complexion, his hair hi its or- 
iginal abundance, his vivacity of manner, 
give iiiuj, «otwit.b$tan.djiig liis forty-Iivo 



years, n youthful appearance, which the 
cartoonists do not neglect. To this ener- 
getic, almost restless, ranke-up, a pair or 
'blue .eyes add that attribute; without 
which all the rest are. nothing, which is 
called charm,- I hesitate to ask n ques- 
tion which circnuiKtunces render deli- 
cate, knowing, beside, the sentiments of 
my jlustrioiis interlocutor on tho -sub- 
ject, and the statement that he made in 
reference lo the arrival of so many 
French nuns in America, "Let them send 
us as many as possible; '\vo can never 
have loo many Immigrants of tint t kind." 

1 tell him the title of my book will lie 
'*Ia tho Land of the Strenuous Life;" 
ami, us Father 'J5a.hu) has assured me 
would he the case, he is delighted with 
it. Sn 1 venture to ask permission to 
dedicate to him, to which lie cordially 
consents. 

He asks me if I have seen Or. Egnn, 
professor of English literature at the 
Catholic University in Washington. On 
my replying that I am lo lunch with 
that gentleman tomorrow-, he says: "Tell 
him Unit I am now .plunged in Celtic." 
"How can you lind' tune for so much 
reading?" asks Dr. Stafford. "Oh, it is 
ti disease with me!" In fact, he has 
also the disease of writing, us witness a 
dozen volumes from his peil. A Wan 
like him, whom all forms of activity at- 
tract, could ma neglect one so potent as 
the hook. The theory of "art for art's 
sake" does not seem to Ilim worthy of 
discussing. 

I whs not, I believe, playing the flat- 
terer, in telling the President that 
France takes a great interest in liim nnd 
his ideas. I be then spoke of his personal 
sympathy with our nation. He mention- 
ed the French descent of Mrs. Roose- 
velt — formerly Miss Edith Kcrmil Car- 
wi — ami he added, with evidently sin- 
cere satisfaction, Unit he himself hod 
French blood In his veins. That wns 
why, lie continued, he had given the un- 
usual mime of Quentin to the youngest of 
hi< four boys, As everybody knows, he 
belongs to the aid Dutch family that set- 
tled in New York in iis early period, and 
has ili.'Uinguished itself continuously in 
commerce and public affairs. Some- 
thing less generally known, though wor- 
thy of observation fur the light it throws 
on his many-sided character, is thai sev- 
eral of liis ancestors married daughters 
of French Huguenots: that his paternal 
grtiudmother was Irish: and thai his 
mother, a ItuIIock, of (Joorgin, was of 
Scotcli mid French descent. So there is 
a good dose of Celt in this New York 
Dutcbuin n. 

Dr. Stafford congratulated the Pres- 
ident on having just escaped from an at- 
tempt on his life by a lunatic. Our re- 
marks nnd advice, I must confess, 
seemed t,> make hut little impression 
on Mr. Roosevelt, who said he did not 
wish — and who shall blame himV — to 
spoil his life by precautions against hy- 
pothetical dangers. •■That fellow," | M > 
said, returning to the recent attempt, 
"is :\ fool! 1 do not want liim injured. 
Btit how I should have liked to kill Mc- 
Kin ley's assassin!"

Discoveries of Cobiili, Nickel and 
Silver Ore In Ihe Northern 
Ontario Dlstilct. 

An Article by Chatincey E.Butlei 
Which Appears In Mining 
Kcjjorter, 



The recent remarkable discoveries 
of cobalt, nickel and silver ore have I 
been made in a district lying approxi- 
mately 35i> miles north of Niagara i but weli-deflned, iiml generally 



sea level. A considerable portion of 
the surface is covered with drift de- 
posits and the rocks are often carpeted 
with moss. The marketable timber 
las been removed from most of the 
lortliern portion of the known mlner- 
ili/.ed section, but the surface is still 
:overed with young growth and low- 
lying shrubs, making prospecting a 
slow and laborious task. The veins 
■upy almost vertical fissures in con- 
glomerate and Grey-Wache slates, 
which overly complex igneous rocks, 
as greenstones, Quartz porphyries, etc., 
referred by the provincial geologist to 
the Keewntin. There also occur In- 
trusions of Lorrain granite into the 
Keewattn, which, however, have not 
pierced the Huronlon or ore-bearing 
formation. These granite intrusions 
were followed by Intrusions of diabase 
and gabbro, those latter piercing all 
the pre-Cambrian rocks in the vicin- 
ity, it was probably at this period 
that the fissures were formed and the 
'ores deposited. The veins are small

! silver nnd cobalt ores in some stage 



railway from Toronto lo Nortli Bay, 
or by the Canadian Pacific from the 
west, and thence by the Lake Tem- 
iskamlng & Northern Ontario railroad 
to Cobalt. 

The first indication of the existence 
of cobalt in tins district was the dis- 
covery of cobalt bloom by workmen 
running a railroad cat some eighteen 
months ago. Tills led to more or less 
prospecting, and later to the discov- 
ery of small veins of srnaltite, carry- 
ing native silver. From time lo lime 
new veins have been discovered until 
now most of the ground has been 
staked over a section probably 0x10 
miles in extent. The camp Is ' capabl* | sout'liwes f strike 
at present of producing $1,000,000 or 
more per month, and it is not unlikely 
that the output next summer will be 
considerably higher. The ore runs re- 
markably high in silver and carries 
good values in both cobalt and nickel. 
Carload lots have run as high as 
000 ounces silver, 17 per cent, cobalt, 
5 per cent .nicke! and 45 per cent 
arsenic. 'I'll" average tenor of the ore 
now being shipped may be taken as 
approximately 3,000 ounces silver, 5 
per cent, to 10 per cut. cobalt, 2'6 
to 5 per cent nickel, ami 45 per cent, 
arsenic. The cobalt content generally 
decreases as the nickel increases and 
vice versa. Considerable quantities of 
1,000-ounce silver ore are accumulat- 
ing at the mines. 

So far, practically all of the produc- 
tion of the district has been shipped 
to New Jersey for treatment, but the 
Canadian Copper company ha? recent- 
ly Installed a furnace for the treat- 
ment of these ores an (lit is expected 
that this will be blown in about No- 
vember 1st. As the present output of 
the Cobalt district is not much above 
tons per week, it is presumed that 
some of the ore supply necessary to 
operate the furnace will be drawn from 
the Sudbury district. The deepest 
shaft in the camp at this writing is 
about ninety feet. There Is but one 
steam hoist and two small compressor 
plants in the district, although others 
are being installed. But few of the 
properties are in condition to run 
through the winter, as most of the

tic^ seaboard. 1 have great faith In 
the possibilities of trade development 
with China and Japan, particularly it 
the open door policy Is maintained." 

These remarks were made yesterday 
by Mr. Chas. M. Hays, second vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Grand Trunk, and president of the 
Grand Trunk Paelllc railways, in an 
interview on vurious phases of rail- 
way and transportation problems in 
Canada. It was intimated to Mr. Hays 
that the public was naturally peering 
into the future and wondering whut 
new page of history the building of a 
new transcontinental road would open. 
A line having its terminus on the Pa- 
cific would need steamship and cable 
connection with the Asiatic countries 
to which it offered trade; it would re- 
quire a telegraph system, could main- 
tain hotels, and would have to estub- 
llsh express service in siane way. In 
a few words, Mr. Hays explained that 
the opening of a new channel of trans- 
portation across this continent did not 
alone Imply the laying of steel rails 
and the running of trains. It meant 
expansion of business, the birth of new 
industries and the stimulation of a 
young nation's commerce. 

"It may confidently be expected," 
he replied, to questions regarding these 
matters, "thai the Grand Trunk Paciiic 
will be a progressive railroad in every 
sense of the term, and that steamship 
as well as cable connection will be 
made both from the Pacltlc Coast lo 
the East and from the Atlantic to Eu- 
rope, but just what way it will be 
made Is rather too early lo bear an 
announcement just yet." 

"Then it is true that hotels will be 
built along the line, Mr. Hays?" 

"Yes," was his answer, "it is out in- 
tention to erect hotels whereever they 
will bo a paying proposition." 

"You believe then that hotels can be 
made a strong arm to a road'.'" 

"Well, under favorable circum- 
stances. The difficulty usually experi- 
enced witli summer hotels is that the 
population of the Dominion is scatter- 
ed and the season is so short It is dlfll- 
cult to realize a profit from them. 
Where population is dense and wealth 
is abundant the conditions, as you can 
understand, are entirely different. Still 
I have always thought that a system of 
good hotels Is a vauuable asset to any 
road, and it seems to me In this con- 
nection, that the C. P. It. has reason 
to be pruud of the manner in which 
it has brought a chain of hotels up to 
a paying standard. Yes, we will build 
hotels at the larger terminal points as 
they may be needed." 

Mr. Hays was then asked about the 
steamship, cable, telegraph and express 
features of the road, lo which he re- 
plied that a steamship route to China 
and Japan would have to be establish- 
ed but whether It would be through a

After noticing the fact that the Bos- 
ton &■ Maine and the Delaware & Hud- 
son railroads are now experimenting 
witli peat us a locomotive fuel, the 
Hallway Age observes that "the grow- 
ing interest In the successful use of 
pent In the United Suites, not only 
for domestic but for industrial pur- 
poses, is due to the gradual increase in 
the price of coal, to the desirability of 
having a temporary supply of fuel as 
an emergency protection in time of 
miners' strikes, and to the possibility 
of its use in the manufacture of gus 
for gas engines, hi the production of 
power and electricity for small manu- 
facturing, hi regions remote from coal 
supplies the use of pent renders it pos- 
sible to develop local Industries which 
use other native product'a requiring 
heat In their manufacture. In other 
regions large agricultural districts 
may be developed by Irrigation where 
peat fuel will produce the power 
necessary for pumping water. While 
it is hardly possible for peat to com- 
pote successfully with coal in the 
vicinity of coal mines, yet it is gradu- 
ally becoming recognized in the United 
States as a useful source of heat, the 
possibilities of which have hardly been 
suspected."

Steamer Empress of China, Cnptnln 
Archibald, completed her TL'lid homeward 
trip yesterday, bringing ;I8 saloon passen- 
gers and a large complement of steerage. 
Tlie cargo was 2,081 tons, Including 2,()1H 
eases of silk, 117 sealskins shipped from 
lukuhuiua to London, i.-M eases of Jap- 
ane.se oranges — ilrst of the 8CUHOU — -S^ 
cases of matting and struwboiml, and -U,- 
1I1U pnekogua of general freight. 

The passengers Included -Mr. and Mrs. 
Urlcrson and family. Mr. Grlersou Is a 
Uanuillnji inlsslouury who has been sta- 
tioned at W'onsnn, In North Korea, where 
uu was when the Itusslan Vladivostok 
squadron entered the harbor nnd sunk the 
steamer (Inyo Maru, a merchantman, lie 
iviis taken to tlensan by a llrlilsh gunboat. 
Mr. Grlerson said the Japanese were mak- 
ing ii grave mistake In their policy In 
Korea, overriding nnd abusing the Kor- 
eans. Not long since six square miles of 
hind near Seoul was taken, residents dis- 
possessed without recompense, their crops 
torn uii anil their housed demolished. Ad- 
mlustrator Megata Is a man of low mural 
character, and Is responsible for many 
wrongs done to the Koreans. Britishers 
In Korea are very disappointed at Japanese 
action In the Hermit land, which Is not up 
to I lie expectation of Englishmen. All 
are hopeful that the Tokio government 
will soon sec the error of tue action of Its 
administrators in Korea. 

T. S. .Mln, of tin' wealthy Korean family 
of the same name, arrived en route to 
Washington. H* posed as u student, but 
II Is understood he has a mission from the 
Korean court to lay before President 
Itoosuvelt (tie situation In Korea, as did 
two other Koreans recently sent to Wash- 
ington. 

C. A. Lindsay, of the Chinese customs; 
Miss M. II, Wilkinson, a missionary; O. 
Dlchl, a surgeon of the German navy, and 
a party of British naval ofllcers, Including 
Limits, de I'arls, Overstreet, and Brown, 
and Cupts. Mulford and Molloy, as well as 
Mr. ('. Tcmplonian of the navy, were oth- 
er passengers. 

Voshlyasu Ito and wife were Intermedi- 
ate passengers. They are noted Japanese j 
fencing masters, and arc en route to New ! 
1'ork to open a fencing school. 

Advices were received from l'ekln by the 
Empress that movements to overthrow the 
present Chinese dynasty are developing 
with incredible rapidity. On October Id j 
a portion of l'ekln was closed. Foreigners 
Were allowed to pass the guarded gates, 
Inn natives were closely scrutinized, Great 
activity of revolutionaries is reported from | 
several sections. A Shanghai paper says 
il panic exists ut Tientsin among uutve 
servants, many of whom arc leaving for- 
eign employ ou the ground that trouble is 
expected. 

Advices from l'ekln published by Ja- 
panese vernacular papers received by the 
Kmprcss of China state that when the 
Eiaprcse Dowager of China returned has- 
tily from her summer palace, because of 
the bomb outrage at l'ekln. she summoned 
the Einperor and asked what lie knew of 
the outrage, whereupon the Emperor snow- 
ed much confusion. At a signal from the 
Empress a party of guards appeared and 
led the Emperor to a hall, where lie lias 
since been confined, no one having access 
to him, and food being thrust In through 
a window. Tho llochi Shlmbun says the 
Emperor occasionally raises shrieks like 
those of a lunatic. 

Togo's Trigmph 
.steamer Empress of China brought de- 
tails of Admiral Togo's trlumphul return. 
Followed by bis staff in carriages, he went 
through Toklo streets, lined with cheering 
thousands, witli children In the front rank, 
to Uyeno park, where the ancient festi- 
vals performed by all Japan's great cap- 
tains, Nobunaga, Hideyoshl ami lyeynsu, 
pere performed. Many .Shinto priests re- 
turned thanks to Heaven for victory, while 
Admiral Togo sat seated on a war-stool, 
which was a heirloom of the Tokuguwu 
Shoguns.

Scotch Girls to Show Nanaimo Herring 
Fishers How to Pack Fish. 

J. G. T. Powers of tho Nanaimo 
Fishing Company, who was in the city 
yesterday in connection with the busi- 
ness of the firm, said that J. J. Cowle, 
the well known liali curing expert, und 
three Scottish fishing lassies have ar- 
rived at Nanaimo to demonstrate to 
the packers of his company what are 
considered In Scotland the best meth- 
ods of salting herring 1 . 

They come now from Nova Scotia, 
where they have been giving demon- 
strations with such success that, 
whereas prior to this season no her- 
ring packed In Nova Scotia had been 
able to secure sale In New York mar- 
kets, those put up by tho Scottish 
girls now in Nanaimo realized $15 a 
barrel when sold In Gotham. 

The company expects ,to commence 
fishing for herrings at once, and 
Misses Campbell, Wood and Gault, 
under supervision of Mr. Cowle, will 
attend to the packing of the herring. 

The company will use either the 
schooner VVlskhak, now being repaired 
here, or another vessel to transport 
their catch between Victoria and 
Seattle. 

Simon Lelser & Co. will probably 
act as agents of the company In this 
city. 

SOME PLAIN WORDS 

Used by Inspector Regarding Strand- 
ing of Stoamers. 

Capt. Birmingham, United States 
supervising Inspector, in his decision 
upholding tlie inspectors In the case of 
the stranding: of tin; schooner Santa 
Barbara on the California coast, used 
some strong language. The mate of 
the steamer appealed against the de- 
cision, and in denying his appeal Capt. 
Birmingham said: 

"I have no patience with a mariner 
who negligently strands a steam vessel 
on the coast of California when bound 
to or from the Columbia River or 
Paget Hound. 

"If a law was. enacted to put a 
mariner responsible for a disaster of 
that diameter to work breaking: stones 
for public roads, if only for a brief 
period of time, It would have a whole- 
some and salutary effect In preventing 
too frequent stranding of vessels on 
these routes."
